U nited States, but it is given in such plain and forcible te rm s that nobody 
believes it can be overturned. 
The decision sets aside the New Jersey c h a rt e r of the N o rth er n S e c u ri­ 
ties com pany as a violation of the She rm an a n t i - t r u s t law', order s in effect 
the dissolution of this compan y and the re turn of the stock held by it to its 
original ow ners. 
The object of the mer ger th u s set aside w as the consolidation of 
th e 
Northern Pacific and the Gre at N orthern railroads, two com petin g lines. 
The people of Minnesota were sternly opposed to the consolidation of the 
roads as it would mean an Increase of rates for tra n sp o rta tio n of fa rm and 
other products, som eth ing which would be greatly d e trim e n ta l to the in te r­ 
ests of the state s through which these roads pass as well as lo the entire 
country. 
If the decision be su sta in ed by the supre m e court it will probab ly cause 
the dissolution of certain railroad tr usts organised on the same lines as the 
N orthern Securities co m pany ju st overruled. 
It concerns J. Pierpont Morgan more than any oth er m a n in the cou ntry 
and for that reason he w ill m ak e a su preme effort to 
have 
the 
decision 
overruled by the highest court in the land. 
T his decision is decidedly the most im portan t for years in regard to 
its bearing upon trusts and the restriction it imposes upon the consolida­ 
tion of sm aller concerns into m am m oth tr u s ts such as are very n um erous 
all over the country at the present time.

Upon one question on which the men 
voted there w as an em phatic exp res­ 
sion. 
On the question: “Do you stand for 
recognition of the union?", 50 per cent. 
of the men vol d "yes.” and the d ele­ 
gates from som e of the unions had 
em phatic instructions to insist th at the 
convention take steps to secure full 
recognition of the union. 
President John T. Coughlin of Fall 
R iver and tw o other 
d elegates were 
chosen by the convention to cnll upon 
P resident Sullivan of 
the M assachu­ 
setts E lectric com pany, of w hich the 
Old Colony and Boston and N orthern 
divisions are part and endeavor to se- 
sure recognition of the unions and also 
try ana adjust som e of the grievances 
of the men.

senate, died iii S an ta B arb ara, Calif., 
yesterday. 
W ord

received here last night by Col. D- A. 
Ransdell, the s e r g e a n t-a t-a rm s of the 
senate. 
Mr. M ilburn, 
accom panied 
by his tw o nieces, the Misses Ttmley, 
left W ash in g to n for the Carlile coft at 
about a y ea r ago. 
The chaplain was 
in broken health. 
The chan ge brought 
no g reat im prov em en t in his condition 
anti w hen congress m et in D ecem ber 
he fo rw ard ed ills resignation to W a sh ­ 
ington b u t it w as never accepted. 
T he deceased w as a n ativ e of Phil- 
adelph la where he w as born in 1823. 
W hen he w as live y e a rs of age, a 
playfellow accid ently stru c k him 
in 
the left eye w ith a piece of glass. F or 
tw o y ears he was confined to a dark 
room un der medical tr e a tm e n t 
and 
when he cam e out one of hi« eyes was 
entirely blind and little sight w as left 
in the other. 
Ile, how ever, pursued 
his studies a t school and college for 
ab ou t 20 years, the sight gro w in g d im ­ 
m er until g rad u a lly he becam e totally 
blind. 
In the spring of 1838 he went 
with his fa th e r ’s fam ily to J a c k s o n ­ 
ville, III., an d in 1843 he becam e a cler­ 
gy m an of 
tile 
M ethodist 
Episcopal 
church, servin g ch a rg es In v ariou s sec­ 
tions of the country. 
Mr. M ilburn 
w as 
tw ice 
elected 
chaplain of "congress,” the first tim e 
in 1845 w hen a little over 22 years of 
age; w as tw ice chaplain of the house 
of R ep resen tativ es and lastly chaplain 
of the senate, 
to w hich office he w as 
elected in 1893. 
H e w as widely know n as 
the blind 
p reach er an d lecturer, his m in istry and 
lecture field covering m a n y p a rts of 
the U nited S tate s a n d C a n a d a and of 
G reat B ritain an d Ireland.

THE LEGEND 
O f t h e 
EASTER LILY 


T 


H E beautiful flower which is In ev 
idence on every hand today, the 
Easter lily, is the result of a de­ 
velopment 
which 
might 
almost 
be 
called an evolution. Records of the ex 
istence of the plant which is now known 
as the Easter lily go back to 1.000 B. C. 
At that time the emperor of China was 
Chow, about the most cruel ruler the 
Celestial empire has ever had. 
His 
prime minister was Ll Chung, a really 
good man, who hinted to the despot 
that his restless people could be pacified 
by inaugurating a series of reforms. 
The cruel ruler became incensed, and 
as he had an unpleasant habit of order­ 
ing off a few heads each day Li Chung 
concluded that it was about time for 
him to think of getting away to a place 
of safety.

The lslunds which Ll Chung thus set­ 
tled now comprise the empire of Japan. 
Owing to the difference in the natur® 
of the soil and the fact that the Illy was 
not cultivated as In China, the plant 
soon lost much of Its root and gained 
correspondingly above ground. 
In tim* 
it lost tis value as an article of diet, but 
It gained in beauty and was admiringly 
spoken of by travelers in Japan. 
Still 
It was not transplanted to the western 
hemisphere until 1878, when an Ameri­ 
can named Harris Introduced it Into 
Bermuda, which accounts for its scien­ 
tific name of Llllum harris!!, which It 
still retains, though It Is more generally 
known as the trumpet lily. Bermuda 
Jlly and Easter Illy because of Its exten­ 
sive use at the Easter season.

The Present and Possible Future Head of the Red Cross 


H E recent discussion of 
the affairs of the Red 
Cross society, precipi­ 
tated 
by 
President 
Roosevelt's declination 
to serve as a member 
of the advisory board 
of that body or to per­ 
mit the members of 
his cabinet to so serve, has naturally 
brought into prominence once more the 
names of Clara Barton, president of the 
American Red Cross since its organiza­ 
tion. and of ex-Surgeon General W. K. 
Van Reypen of the United States navy, 
who is mentioned as the probable suc­ 
cessor of Miss Barton in the event of 
the resignation of that lady of the po­ 
sition which is hers by an election for 
life. 
Clara Barton, no matter what may 
be urged for or against her present 
management of the American blanch 
of the Red Cross society, will be admit­ 
ted to be a remarkable, almost an ex­ 
traordinary, woman, with the faculty 
for organization developed to a degree 
found in but few men. 
Although she is 
about seventy-seven years old, the alle­ 
gation that she was unfitted by the in­ 
firmities of age for performing the a r­ 
duous duties of her position as presi­ 
dent of the society with which her name 
is so inseparably identified has been 
made only within the last few months. | 
Her experiences on scores of battlefield* 
a n i in numbers of cities and villages 
devastated by flood, fire, famine and 
earthquake appear to have left no im­ 
press upon her, and she deciares with a 
firmness of purpose which no one can 
help admiring that she is ready today 
to start Into active work in any field in 
which her services may be required. 
Miss Barton may be said to have been 
possessed of 
great 
executive 
ability 
even as a child, for before she was six­ 
teen she had left her home in North Ox­ 
ford. Mass., to become a schoolteacher 
in Clinton, N. Y. 
That she is also a 
natural worker, that she works because 
her nature will not permit her to re-^ 
main idle, may be realized when it is 
mentioned that had she been inclined to 
do b o she need never have mad* any 


effort In life beyond the trifling one of 
signing a check once in awhile, for she 
inherited a goodly fortune from each of 
her parents as well as tidy sums from 
other relatives; so that there was never 
the spur of the necessity of earning a 
livelihood in anything which Clara B ar­ 
ton has done.

Easy work she did not like, 
and she began to cast about her for 
something a bit more exacting. 
At about this time the civil war broke 
out, and Miss Barton issued an appeal 
for food and clothing to be distributed 
to the sick and wounded soldiers of th* 
Union army. 
Her appeal met udth a 
rather ready response, but there was 
the difficulty of getting permission to 
go inside the lines. This was ultimately 
secured, and thus Clara Barton began J 
what was to be her life work. 
She 
served throughout the civil war, was 
present at some of the most terrific b at­ 
tles of that momentous conflict, person­ 
ally attended thousands of men stricken 
down by wounds or disease, was large­ 
ly instrumental in thy organization of 
the sanitary commission and was final­ 
ly charged by President Lincoln with 
the difficult w'ork of tracing the fate 
of the thousands of prisoners confined 
at various times in Andersonville. 
Out 
of her work in this connection came tho 
proposition from her for a national 


cemetery, made possible by the Iden­ 
tification through her efforts of the 
bodies of thousands of soldiers. 
But a strain such as that through 
which Miss Barton had passed must

visit in Maine, and Letter Carrier Hood, 
the door being slightly ajar. 
Hite entered the main room and found 
the door of a small room adjoining closed. 
Sue opt lied this door and there 
beheld 
Hood sitting iii a ('hair beside the gas 
stove 
gold In 
di nth, while 
the 
strong 
form s t>f the deadly fluid nearly choked 
lu r. 
She ran screaming down stairs and 
notified tin employes In Dexter's store on 
the street floor. 
They ran upstairs anti 
turned off the gas vvhieh was escaping 
from five open jets in the stove. 
Judging from the appearance of the 
body the unfortunate man had been deaf! 
several hours. The body was in a sitting 
position In a chair beside the gas stove 
with one foot resting on a stool and the 
other on the floor. 
It was fully clothed 
ami nearby were the pipe and tobacco of 
the deceased. 


Tho polite were notified and Inspectors 
Laflanone and Maher were detailed to in­ 
v e s t i g a t e the case. 
They visited 
the 
rooms in the Dexter block and on the bed 
In the main room found a small black 
lead pencil and the following note scrib­ 
bled with evidently a trembling hand the 
ft Mowing note: 
‘ Well, good bye everybody'. Don't think 
too hard of me.

Mollie, Mollie, Mol­ 
lie, good bye. 
Re a good girl.’’ 
A piarently he had sat on tile bed while 
writing the note. 
Ily Mollie it is supposed the deceased 
referred to his daughter, who is at pres­ 
ent living with her motlier In Pine Blurt, 
Ark. 
Mr. Hood returned to the post office to 
work March 30 after a t bret' months' v a­ 
cation which he had spent with his wife 
and daughter at Pine Bluff, whore they 
have resided for some time. 
He worked 
up to Thursday, when he asked off. 
Be­ 
fore leaving for the west he had occupied 
the loom s in Middlesex street with Mr. 
Robinson, and when the latter left for 
Maine he gave his key in a t the office of 
the Dexter company, with instructions to 
give It to Hood if the latter should ask 
for it. 
Hood wont to Dexter's yesterday 
forenoon and asked for the key. which 
was given him and he went into the build­ 
ing 
That was the last seen of him alive. 
The police have been unable to discover 
any motive that would cause him to com­ 
mit the rash deed. 
He had been a letter 
carrier since I SHI.

O Neil said today: 
•‘The gun which burst was designed In 
JW and manufactured in I,SDR at the naval 
factory. Jan u ary I. 190S. the gun had l>een 
fired ISO times. 
Yesterday's accident is 
the first th at has ever happened to any 
of the large calibre guns of the navy ex­ 
cept in the ease of a 13-inch gun on the 
K cr marge, the bore of which was Injured 
by a prem ature explosion of a shell two 
years ago. 
A lining tube was inserted in 
th at gun and today It is in use a t the 
preying grounds. 
‘No reason can yet been assigned for 
th*? accident 
As It is not known what 
kind of powder or shell was used nor have 
we the details as to the location or char­ 
acter of the fracture or of the condition 
of the gun. all of which will he consid­ 
ered.

electric roads of this state.

should he no consolidation of the steam and the electric railroads. 
Tt 
is for 
the hest interests of the people to 
keep them separate. 
The electric roads are 
the only com petitors 
of 
the steam 
roads, 
they 
have already caused a reduction of fares; 
they 
will 
continue 
to 
extend 
their usefulness and thu s 
aid greatly In the development of 
country 
dis­ 
tricts. 
If these lines be granted the privilege of 
doing a freight business, they 
will be vastly of more service In 
opening up new districts; 
but the greater 
part of their possibilities will be overcom e 
and turned 
aside lf 
they are 
placed In control of the steam railroads. 
This is a question that Interests the people generally 
and In which the 
legislature m ay serve the people or sell them out to the large 
corporations 
entering the state for the purpose of crushing out com petition and establish ­ 
ing dangerous monopolies. 
The people 
who are now benefited by 
(he electric roads do not wish to 
have them placed in control of foreign cap italists 
and 
it 
Is doubtful 
lf it 
would be a whit safer to let them pass into control of steam railroads c h a r­ 
tered In the state as proposed by 
the Coolidge bill. 


T H E G R E A T R A IL R O A D D E C ISIO N . 


A fter reading the decision of the United 
S ta tes suprem e court 
in 
the 
great railw ay m erger case, we feel like exclaim in g that ju stice still lives. 
T h e decision rem ains to be passed upon by the suprem e court of 
the 
United States, but it is given in such plain and forcible term s that nobody 
believes it can be overturned. 
The decision sets aside the New Je rse y ch arter of the N orthern S e c u ri­ 
ties company as a violation of the Sh erm an a n ti-tru s t law, orders in effect 
the dissolution of this com pany and the return of the stock held by it to its 
original owners. 
T he o bject of the m erger thus set aside was the consolidation o f 
the- 
Northern Pacific and the Great Northern railroads, two com peting lines. 
The people of M innesota were sternly opposed to the consolidation of the 
roads as it would mean an increase of rutes for transportation of fa rm and 
other products, som ething which would be greatly d etrim ental to the in te r­ 
ests of the states through which these roads pass a s well as to the entire 
country. 
If the decision be sustained by the suprem e court it will probably cause 
the dissolution of certain railroad trusts organized on the sam e lines as the 
N orthern Secu rities com pany ju st overruled. 
It concerns J . Pierpont M organ more than any other man in the country 
and for that reason he will m ake a suprem e effort to 
have 
the 
decision 
overruled by the highest court in the land, 
This decision is decidedly the most Im portant for years in regard to 
its bearing upon trusts and the restriction it imposes upon the consolida­ 
tion of smaller concerns into m am m oth tru sts such as are very numerous 
*11 over the country at the present time.

For 
tw o y e a rs he w as confined to a dark 
room u n d e r medical tr e a tm e n t 
and 
when he cam e out one of hie eyes w as 
entirely blind and little sig h t w as left 
in the o ther. 
He, how ever, p u rsu ed 
his stud ies a t school an d college for 
about 20 years, th e sight g ro w in g d im ­ 
mer until g ra d u a lly he becam e totally 
blind.

THE LEGEND

T 


H E beautiful flower which is In ev 
idence on every hand today, the 
E aster lily, is the result of a de 
velopment 
which 
m ight 
almost 
be 
called an Evolution. Records of the ex­ 
istence of the plant which is now known 
as the Easter lily go back to 1,000 B. C. 
At that time the emperor of China was 
Chow, about the most cruel ruler the 
Celestial empire has ever had. 
His 
prime minister was Ll Chung, a really 
good man, who hinted to the despot 
th at his restless people could be pacified 
by inaugurating a series of reforms. 
The cruel ruler became incensed, and 
as he had an unpleasant habit of order­ 
ing off a few heads each day Ll Chung 
concluded that it was about time for 
him to think of getting aw ay to a place 
of safety. 
For some time he watched 
his master, and when he became con­ 
vinced that the danger point had been 
reached he asked for a private audi­ 
ence. This was granted. 
The good, though crafty, Ll Chung in­ 
formed the emperor that he had had a 
vision in which he was commanded by 
the gods to make a sacrifice of IOO 
sturdy young men and JBO beautiful 
young women.

Among them were the lilies, which 
were highly esteemed as an article of 
food. 
Of course Chung’s ship never cam s 
back, 
instead but two sailors months 
afterw ard returned in a craft which 
they had themselves built. They relat­ 
ed that the ship had been lost In a 
storm and that all but themselves had 
perished. This was a fiction. Ll Chung 
knew of the existence of the islands to 
which he had alluded, and it was there 
that he had sailed after informing the 
young men and women that they were 
not to be sacrificed, but were to llvo 
peaceably under his rule in a new land 
where oppression should be unknown. 
The Islands which Ll Chung thus set­ 
tled now comprise the empire of Japan. 
Owing to the difference In tho nature 
of the soil and the fact that the lily was 
not cultivated as in China, the plant 
soon lost much of Its root and gained 
correspondingly above ground. In tim® 
It lost Its value as an article of diet, but 
it gained In beauty and was admiringly 
spoken of by travelers In Japan. 
Still 
it was not transplanted to the western 
hemisphere until 1878, when an Ameri­ 
can named Harris Introduced it into 
Bermuda, which accounts for Its scien­ 
tific name of LUlum harrlsll, which It 
still retains, though It is more generally 
known as the trumpet Illy, Bermuda 
Illy arid Easter lily because of its exten- 
give use at the Easter season.

The Present and Possible Future Head of the Red Cross 
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H E recent discussion of 
the affairs of the Red 
Cross society, precipi­ 
tated 
by 
President 
Roosevelt’s declination 
to serve as a member 
of the advisory board 
of that body or to per­ 
mit the members of 
his cabinet to so serve, has naturally 
brought into prominence once more the 
names of Clara Barton, president of the 
American Red Cross since its organiza­ 
tion. and of ex-Surgeon General VV. K. 
Van Reypen of the United States navy, 
who is mentioned as the probable suc­ 
cessor of Miss Barton in the event of 
the resignation of that lady of the po­ 
sition which is hers by an election for 
life. 
Clara Barton, no m atter what may 
be urged for or against her present 
management of the American branch 
of the Red Cross society, will be adm it­ 
ted to be a remarkable, almost an ex­ 
traordinary, woman, with the faculty 
for organization developed to a degree 
found In but few men. Although she is 
about seventy-seven years old, the alle­ 
gation that she was unfitted by the in­ 
firmities of age for performing the a r ­ 
duous duties of her position as presi­ 
dent of the society with which her name 
is so inseparably identified has been 
made only within the last few months. 
H er experiences on scores of battlefields 
and in numbers of cities and villages 
devastated by flood, fire, famine and 
earthquake appear to have left no im ­ 
press upon her, and she declares with a 
firmness of purpose which no one can 
help admiring that she is ready today 
to start into active work in any field In 
which her services may be required. 
Miss Barton may be said to have been 
possessed of great executive ability 
even as a child, for before she was six­ 
teen she had left her home in North Ox­ 
ford, Mass!, to become a schoolteacher 
in Clinton. N. Y. 
That she is also a 
natural worker, that she works because 
her nature will not permit her to re­ 
main idle, may be realized when it is 
mentioned that had she been inclined to 
do so she need never have made any 


| effort in life beyond the trifling one of 
signing a check once in awhile, for she 
inherited a goodly fortune from each of 
her parents as well as tidy sums from 
other relatives: so that there was never 
the spur of the necessity of earning a 
livelihood in anything which Clara B ar­ 
ton has done. 
After a brief experience with her 
school in Clinton Miss Barton, still a 
snare girl, went to Elizabeth, N. J., 
where after carefully looking over the 
ground she decided to establish a sem­ 
inary for young ladles. 
It is related 
that many of her charges in Elizabeth 
were her seniors. 
Her enterprise pros­ 
pered, but Miss Barton was not satis­ 
fied. 
She removed to W ashington and 
applied for a clerkship In the patent of­ 
fice, She was the first woman ever em ­ 
ployed in that department and vias a s­ 
signed to a section which was at the 
time in a deplorably tangled condition. 
Her mathem atical mind, however, al­ 
most sneered at the simplicity of work 
which 
had 
befuddled 
m any a 
man 
trained to that special branch. 
At any 
rate in a surprisingly short space of 
time 
she 
had 
got 
things 
running 
smoothly, and then the position palled 
upon her. Easy work she did not like, 
and she began to cast about her for 
something a bit more exacting. 
At about this time the civil war broke 
out, and Miss Burton issued an appeal 
for food and clothing to be distributed 
to the sick and wounded soldiers of the 
Union army. 
Her appeal met with a 
rather ready response, but there was j 
the difficulty of getting permission to 
go inside the lines. This was ultimately j 
secured, and thus Clara Barton began 
whut was to be her life work. 
She 
served throughout the civil war, was 
present at some of the most terrific b a t­ 
tles of that momentous conflict, person­ 
ally attended thousands of men stricken 
down by wounds or disease, was large­ 
ly instrumental in the organization of 
the sanitary commission and was final­ 
ly charged by President Lincoln with 
the difficult work of tracing the fate 
of the thousands of prisoners confined 
at various times in Andersonville. Out 
of her work In this connection came the 
proposition from her for a national 


cemetery, made possible by the iden­ 
tification through her efforts of tile 
bodies of thousands of soldiers. 
But a strain such as that through 
which Miss Barton had passed m ust 
leave its effect, and in 1867 she sailed 


After the w ar she organized 
relief, 
which was distributed under her super­ 
vision to the poor of Paris. 
Then she 
returned to this country and at once 
began a campaign to secure recognition 
from the United States of the Red 


for the aid of suffering hum anity with 
which she has been identified. 
Suffice 
it to say that, realizing early that the 
greatest usefulness of such a society as 
the Red Cross In America would be 
found in days of peace, she secured the

the F ranco-Prussian war broke out and 
at once went to the front with the Ger­ 
man arm y as a member of the Red 
Cross society, which had been organ­ 
ized in Geneva, Switzerland, in 1864 
with thirty-five signatory powers, of 
which the United States was not one.

Johnstown, the grateful citizens hav­ 
ing taken this unique method of testi­ 
fying their appreciation of Miss Bar­ 
ton’s magnificent work during the ter­ 
rible days of I SSS. 
William Knickerbocker Van Reypen, 
ex surgeon general of th* United States 
navy, who has been so prominently 
mentioned as tile probable successor of 
Miss Clara Barton In the presidency of 
the National Red Cross society, while 
not so well known as that lady, has j 
nevertheless by his magnificent serv- ; 
Ices In the Interests of humanity put | 
Us country and the world ut large un- , 
ler obligations to him. Born at Bergen, 
N. J., in 1840, he was educated at the 
local schools and In the University of 
lh* City of New York, from th* medical 
(apartment of which he graduated with 
high honors in 1862. 
Ha had already 
served three months as assistant sur­ 
geon of the Second regiment of New 
Jersey, when in December, 1861. lie en­ 
tered the naval service as assistant sur­ 
geon. 
After about eighteen months at 
the naval hospital in Brooklyn Dr. Yran 
Reypen was ordered to take charge of 
the hospital in Key West, which was at 
the time used exclusively for yellow fe­ 
ver patients. 
There he remained until 
lkii, and th* methods o. sanitation he 
introduced in the treatm ent of yellow 
jai k did much to Instruct the medical 
world in successfully combating that 
dread disease. 
Dr. Van Reypen was 
later Meet burgeon with various squad­ 
rons and soon came to be known as the 
most particular officer in the service 
with reference to sanitary precautions. 
Indeed, while Van Reypen was fleet 
purge on with Admiral Benham in Ria 


Janeiro In 1894 the American vessel* 
w'ere the only ones in the port whlchl 
were absolutely free from yellow fever, 
In the latter part of 1897 Dr. Van 
Reypen was appointed surgeon general 
of the navy shortly after his return 
from Moscow, whither he had gone as % 
delegate from the medical departm ent 
of tho navy to the international med­ 
ical congress. 
There Dr. Van Reypen 
read a paper advocating the employ­ 
ment of ambulance ships for the care 
of the wounded, and when after his re­ 
turn home he was made surgeon gen­ 
eral he at once set to work, seeing th at 
war with Spain was inevitable, to outfit 
a hospital vessel. Thus It was that th« 
Solace, the first ship of the kind tha 
world has ever seen, came into being. 
In 1901 Surgeon General Van Reypen 
was reappointed and w’as retired fog 
age during the following year with thg 
' rank and retired pay of a senior rear 
admiral, which corresponds to that of a, 
major general in the army. 
Admiral 
Van Reypen is largely responsible for 
the establishment of several naval hos­ 
pitals, and those at Portsmouth, N. KL, 
Mare inland, California, and Newport, 
It. I., were built from his designs. 
M an/ 
Improvements In the personnel of the 
medical service of the navy may als* 
be credited to Admiral Van Reypen; so 
that It may be seen that if he should 
succeed to the presidency of the Red 
Cross he ought to be well equipped for 
the performance of the duties of the po­ 
sition.

The decision sets aside the N ew Je rse y c h a rte r of the N o rth ern S e c u ri­ 
ties com pany as a violation of the S h erm an a n ti- tr u s t law. o rd ers in effect 
the dissolution of th is co m p an y and the re tu rn of th e stock held by it to its 
original owrners. 
T he object of the m erger th u s set aside w as the consolidation of 
th e 
N orthern Pacific and the G rea t N o rth ern railroads, tw o com peting lines. 
The people of M innesota w ere stern ly opposed to the consolidation of the 
roads as It would m ean an increase of ra te s for tra n sp o rta tio n of fa rm and 
other products, so m ething w hich would be g re a tly d e trim en ta l to th e in te r­ 
ests of the states through w hich these roads p ass a s well as to th e entire 
country. 
lf th e decision be su sta in e d by the su p rem e court it will probably cause 
the dissolution of c e rta in railro ad tru s ts org an ised on the sam e lines as the 
N orthern S ecurities com pan y just overruled. 
It concerns J. P ierpont M organ m ore th a n an y o ther m an in the c o u n try 
and for th a t reason he will m a k e a su p rem e effort to 
have 
the 
decision 
overruled by the highest court in the land. 
This decision Is decidedly the most im p o rta n t for years in re g ard to 
its bearing upon tru sts and the restrictio n it im poses upon the consolida­ 
tion of sm aller concerns into m a m m o th tru s ts such as are very nu m ero u s 
all over th e country at the present tim e.

It was not transplanted to the w’estern 
hemisphere until 1878, when an Ameri­ 
can named Harris Introduced it Into 
Bermuda, which accounts for Its scien­ 
tific name of Llllum harried, which It 
still retains, though it is more generally 
known as the trum pet lily, Bermuda 
Illy and Raster Illy because of Ha exten­ 
sive use at the R aster season.

HE beautiful flower which is In ev­ 
idence on every hand today, the 
E aster lily, is the result of a de­

Records of the ex­ 
istence of the plant which is now known 
as the E aster lily go back to 1,000 B. C. 
At th at time the emperor of China was 
Chow, about the most cruel ruler the 
Celestial empire has ever had.
